township and will be managed by 
the town supervisors elected by them­ 
selves, who by law are the town 
forestry hoard. 
These little state 
forests will I** like the communal 
forests of Europe, which often pay 
all town taxes aud furnish firewood to 
the people. 
The state is to divide 
the proceeds of sales of firewood, 
Limber, poles, posts, «*tc., with the 
town and county where the forests 
are located. 
The people of each 
locality therefore have a close in­ 
terest in the care and preservation of 
the timber. 
This is a local interest outside of 
the larger interest of the state in the 
important effects of the forests on 
climat#*, 
preservation 
of 
water 
Courses, warding off the bad effect 
of dry and scorching winds and hot 
weather. 
The county commissioners, 
as the county forestry board, have a 
general charge of the state forests in 
their county and must decide in the 
first instance whether proposed forest 
lands are or are not fit for cultiva­ 
tion or are better suited to raise 
ti inlier for the use of the nearby 
farmers than for general farming 
purposes. 
While the first forestry law pro­ 
vided only for the donation of lands 
worthies# for agricultural purposes j 
or tin'se absolutely needed for the 
protection of water eours#*#, another 
law passed by the last legislature 
turns over to the board certain non­ 
agricultural lands which have come 
into tho 
possession of the state 
through the tax forfeit sales after 
many year# of abandonment. 
Both 
law s are to hedged about and Ii mi rid 
that there is no possibility that the : 
state forests may ever tie enlarged at j 
the expense of the state’s agricul­ 
tural area, the dominating idea of 
the sta te forestry system, being the ;

WAR ON MOSQUITOES BEGUN 


Dr. Doty** Crviadr With OII on Stat 
rn (aland. 
W ith a large tank wagon, a light 
spring wagon, five laborers anti three 
policemen of the Richmond borough 
sanitary squad, Dr. A. IL Doty began 
the other clay big effort to prevent the 
breeding of mosquito*** in that portion 
of Staten island adjacent to the quar­ 
antine boarding station, says the New 
York Sun. 
Dr. Doty was clothed in a 
mackintosh and leggings and the party 
was followed by a squad of camera 
fiends. 
Dr. Doty also had a camera 
aud took several snap shots during tin* 
afternoon. 
The start was made from the board 
lag station at l l o’clock, and the party 
proceeded out Fingerboard road toward 
Grasmere. 
Operations were* begun at 
a pond of some three acres’ area in the 
woods near Fingerboard road. 
The 
pond Is shallow and alm ost stagnant 
A wooden raft about three feet wide 
and four feet long was placed in the 
lake, and beneath it w as a gridiron 
fram e of iron piping filled with small 
holes.

W hat success 
had been attained in exterm inating 
mosquito larva* Cannot be determined 
for several day s. The ojwratlons would 
tie continued. Dr. Doty said. until all 
of the territory laid out. some five 
mile* lo area. has been gone over and 
the water pool* treated to a spray cf 
oil. There had been no opposition, he 
said. to hi* operations on the part of 
any residents in the district visited.

Those Living' in the 


State. 


The Minnesota 
forestry 
board, 
which has now been in existence two 
years, has at last something to man­ 
age. 
Heretofore it has been a fores­ 
try board without forests, but now 
it has 1,000 acres of land, which con­ 
stitute the beginning of a public 
forest system that will, it is hoped, 
grow to considerable proportions in 
the future, says the 
Minneapolis 
Journal. 
Last winter former gov­ 
ernor John S. Pilisbury announced 
his intention to give the board a thou­ 
sand acres, but it was not until a 
recent meeting that the board was 
furnished with a full description of 
the lands. They are located in Cass 
county, on or near Gull lake, a fine 
body of water about twelve miles 
long. 
The southern extremity of 
the donated lands is three miles from 
Sylvan Lake station, a point on the 
Northern 
Pacific railroad, about 
ten miles west of Brainerd. 
The 
lauds, which will be known as Pilis­ 
bury state forest, are composed of 
agriculturally useless cut-over “for­ 
ties’’ in town 134 and ranges 29 and 
30. 
They are in ti rec different local­ 
ities, but there are 640 acres together 
in the largest group, 
tinder the forestry law of 1899 
two-thirds of the products of the 
forest lands go to an educational in­ 
stitution or system which, in this 
case, Governor Pilisbury has desig­ 
nated as the university of Minnesota, 
and the other third to the state, 
county and town. 
It is not the policy of the forestry 
board to secure large tracts of land 
in any one place, but rather to get 
small holdings, scattered over the 
state in as many townships as pos­ 
sible, of the very rocky, very rough 
or very sandy and poor land not fit 
for farming purposes. This land will 
be of benefit to the farmers of the 
township and will bt' managed by 
the town supervisors elected by them­ 
selves, who by law are the town 
forestry board. These little state 
forests will lie like the communal 
forests of Europe, which often pay 
ail town tuxes aud furnish firewood to 
the people. 
The state is to divide 
the proceeds of sales of firewood, 
tim lier, poles, posts, etc., with the 
town and county where the forests 
are located. 
The people of each 
locality therefore have a close in­ 
terest in the care and preservation of 
the timber. 
This is a local interest outside of 
the larger interest ol the state in the 
Important effects of the forests on 
climate, 
preservation 
of 
water 
courses, warding off the bad effect 
of dry and scorching winds aud hot 
weather. 
The county commissioners, 
as the county forestry Ixia rd. have a 
general charge of the state forests in 
their county and must decide in the 
first instance whether proposed forest 
lands are or are uot fit for cultiva­ 
tion or are better suited to raise 
timber for the use of the nearby 
farmers than for general farming 
purposes. 
While the first forestry law* pro­ 
vided only for the donation of lauds 
worthless for agricultural purposes 
or those absolutely ueeded for the 
protection of water courses, another 
law passed by the last legislature 
turns over to the board certain non­ 
agricultural lands which have come 
into the possession of the state 
through th** tax forfeit sales after 
mony years of abandonment. 
Both 
taws are so hedged about and limited 
that t hr re is no posMibtlitj that the 
state forests may ever be enlarged at 
the expense of the states agricul­ 
tural area, the dominating idea of 
the state forestry system, tieing the 
utilisation of waste lards for the 
public good, Usual and general, by 
iiitxius 01 fores*;».

WAR ON MOSQUITOES BEGUN

With a hag» tank wagon, a fight 
spring wagon, fire laborers and three 
policemen of the Richmond taroturli 
sanitary sqoad, Dr. A. H. Doty began 
the other day his effort to prevent the 
breeding of mosquitoes In that portion 
of fits ten Island adjacent to the quar 
online boarding station, says the Sew 
York Sun. Dr. Duty was clothed In 
mackintosh and leggings and the party 
was followed by a squad of camera 
fiends. 
Dr. Doty also had a esmera 
and took several snap shots during the 
afternoon. 
The start was made from the board 
tog station at 11 o'clock, and the party 
proceeded out Fingerboard road toward 
Grasmere. Operations were begun st 
a pond of some three scree* area in the 
woods near Fingerboard road. 
The 
'pond Is shallow and almost stagnant 
A wooden raft about three feet wide 
and four feet long was placed In the 
lake, sod beneath It was • gridiron 
frame of Iron piping filled with small 
holes. 
A 
small 
pressure cylinder, 
worked by hand, was couuected with 
the raft and with the tank wagon by 
lengths of garden bose, and the petro­ 
leum was forced through the holes in 
the piping about a foot beneath the 
surface. 
The oil rose quickly to the 
surface of the water and spread over 
It. 
Hope* were fastened to the raft. 
»nd Dr. Doty's a asista tits, walk lug 
«long the opposite shores of tlte potnl. 
drew the spraying raft all over the 
water. 
This operation was repeated at a 
doten antaII ponds or stagnant pool* of 
water In the vicinity of Grasmere and 
Concord, and the party did not aban­ 
don work for the day notll tbs oil sup­ 
ply was exhausted. 
XI van while Dr. 
Doty directed the sanitary policemen 
In visits to many residences where the 
Inspectors had found conditions adapt­ 
ed for the breeding of mosquitoes 
The houaeholdefs were advised to 
empty water barrels, fill In little pud 
die# and clqgo up their premises. Her- 
ersJ unused cisterns were si so treated 
with oil. 
Dr. Doty said that be was well satis­ 
fied with his first day's war against 
mosquitoes, as the work had been me­ 
chanically successful. What success 
had been attained in exterminating 
mosquito larva» cannot be determined 
for serersl days. The operations would 
be continued. Dr. Doty said, until all 
of the territory laid out, some fire 
miles In area, has been gone over and 
the water pools treated to a spray of 
olL There had been no opposition, he 
said, to his operations on the part of 
any residents In the dlstrict visited.

Those Living in the 


State. 


The Minnesota 
forestry board, 
which has now been in existence two 
years, bn* at last something to man' 
age. 
Heretofore it has been a fores­ 
try board without forests, but now 
it has 1,000 seras of land, which con­ 
stitute the beginning of a public 
forest system that will, it is hoped, 
grow to considerable proportions in 
the future, says the Minneapolis 
Journal. 
Last winter former gov­ 
ernor John S. Pillsbary announced 
his intention to give the board a thou­ 
sand ocrea, but it was not until a 
recent meeting that the bosrd was 
furnished with a full description of 
the lands. They are located in Cass 
county, on or near Gull lake,afine 
body of water about twelre miles 
long. The southern extremity of 
the donated lands la three miles from 
Sylvan Lake station, a point on the 
Northern 
Pacific railroad, about 
ten miles west of Brainerd. 
The 
lands, which will be known ss Pills- 
bury state forest, ore composed of 
agriculturally useless cut-over “for­ 
ties” In town 134 and ranges 20 and 
3D. They are in tl ree different local­ 
ities, but there are 540 acres together 
in the largest group. 
Under the forestry law of 1890 
two-thirds of the products of the 
forest lands go to an educations! in­ 
stitution or system which, in this 
case, Governor Pills bury has desig­ 
nated os the university of Minnesota, 
and the other third to the state, 
county and town. 
It is not the policy of the forestry 
board to secure large tracts of land 
in any one place, but rather lo get 
small holdings, scattered over the 
state in as many townships as pos 
si ble, of the very rocky, very rough 
or very sandy and poor land not fit 
for farming purposes. This land will 
be of benefit to the farmers of the 
township and will be managed by 
the town supervisors elected by them­ 
selves, who by law are the town 
forestry board. These little state 
forests will be like the communal 
forests of Europe, which often pay 
all town taxes sad furnish firewood to 
the people. The state is to divide 
the proceeds of sales of firewood, 
timber, poles, posts, etc., with the 
town and county where the forests 
are located. 
The people of each 
locality therefore have a close in­ 
terest in the care and preservation of 
the timber. 
This Is a local interest outside of 
the larger interest of the state in the 
important effects of the forests on 
climate, 
preservation 
of 
water 
courses, warding off the bod effect 
of dry and scorching winds and hot 
gather. The county commissioners, 
as the county forestry board, have a 
general charge of the state forests in 
their county and must decide in the 
first instance whether proposed forest 
lands are or are not fit for cultiva­ 
tion or are better suited to raise 
timber for the use of the nearby 
farmer» than for general farming 
purposes. 
While the first forestry law pro­ 
vided only for the donation of lands 
orthless for agricultural purposes 
or those absolutely needed for the 
protection of water counts*, another 
law passed by the Last legislature 
turns over to the board certain non- 
agricultural lands which have come 
into the possesion of the state 
through the tax forfeit sales after 
many years of abandon meat 
Both 
laws are so hedged about and limited 
that there is no possibility that the 
•late forests may * w be enlarged at 
the expense of the state1* agricul­ 
tural area, the dominating idea of 
the state forestry system, being the 
utiHxaticn of waste lards for the 
public rood, local and general, by 
sans m foresta.

:i reporter of the New York Journal. “I 
hardly believe he made the assertions 
credited to him and should prefer to 
withhold my criticism until more au­ 
thentic confirmation can be secured. If 
he did make the criminal statements 
credited to him, I should say he had 
Temporarily lost hi* senses. 
“England all during the Roe!’ t u t 
has been engaging and arming the na­ 
tive**;, while the Boers have never em­ 
ployed any Kaffir's. This I know to be 
absolutely true, for I was all through 
South Africa last year and carefully 
looked over the situation. 
“During the attack on Mafeking the 
British used Kaffirs on the advance, 
forming two parties, who made sortie# 
on the Boer position under the direc­ 
tion of General Baden-Powell. M'ar I* 
war, and the Boer* would be very fool­ 
ish lf they do not shoot these natives 
when 
they 
find 
they are arrayed 
against them. How do they differ in 
this respect from British troops? 
“Now it Is proposed to make the Boers 
Buffer the death penalty if found guilty 
of killing natives. Suppose the Boer* 
had killed their prisoners at the outset, 
what 
would have been the conse­ 
quence? They had more thai: 20.000 at 
one time. At the beginning of the war 
It was agreer! that no natives should 
be engaged In the conflict. The Boers 
have religiously kept their part of that 
agreement, bu: the English have not. 
There can be no doubt about th a t 
“I have been all around the world,and 
I have never met a finer or braver lot 
of jK*ojde than the Boers. 
They will 
fight as long as their ammunition holds 
out, and will not give up until their 
last cartridge has been fired. 
They 
don't expect to receive any financial 
ald from America, nor any help In the 
way of recruits. Ho far they have had 
only about 2.000 outsiders, all told, to 
assist them, and these were mostly the 
miner# engaged In the mines at Johan­ 
nesburg. 
They formed little laager* 
and ca 11 etl themselves the American. 
Irish. Italian or Freuch brigade, ac­ 
cording to their composition. 
"At no tim© have the Boers had more 
than 32,000 men In the field, and during 
the (mat few months this number has 
been reduced to about ©ue-thlrd that 
number. Th© population of the Trans­ 
vaal and Orange Free Btate, Including 
women and children. I# only about 
200,00ft, and I have seen boys less than 
14 years old carrying arms. The Eng 
fish have bad about 250.000 troop# In 
Houth Africa, which can be seen Is 
50,000 more than the whole Boer popu­ 
lation. Had the Boer* had 10,000 more 
nun at one time I believe they could 
have been victorious. 
“It I# an unjust war—a giant against 
a dwarf—and I ain proud to say our 
sympathies arc with th© Boers and 
against England, whose enmity we 
will for the time being, incur. 
The 
Boers must meet Inevitable defeat, but 
my Information Is to the effect that 
they will tv© able to carry on the war 
for at least a twelvemonth longer. 
“I cannot speak officially, but I do not 
believe Mr. Kruger will pay a visit to 
the to ited States.
